The detective fund which was recontly
allowed Marshnl Commings by the eity
eouneil has alrendy been pnt to some nsi
nnd yostorday its test Wire ro-
portadd 1o the police departinent. These
rosults aro in the shape of information
filed against five landladics of honses of
lrepute for selling liguor without a i
gonse.  The facts in the wore
gathoered by two deteetives, engaged by
Marshal Commings under the new or
dinance, who hiave been spending two
nights in vyiting the principal bawdy
housea, Tieir report shows that ont of
gix houses visited they succopded in huy-
fng boer in tive, and that alzo wine was
gold. No eflore at seoreey wias mude by
any of the women, but the lguor was
gold openly in disregard of the law,

On thelr statments warrants will be
fssned this morning for the arrest of Mrs,
Mann, Mes. Frank, Minnie Fuirehild,
Fay Shopacd und Mrs. Thompson.  The
report wlso stites that. Mollic Gibson hus
recontly abandoned the sale of Hgnor,

The price paid for the beer by the de-
toatives wis i!d per bottle, the clinege for
wine being §3. The roport states how
much they drank and where and of
whom it was purchased. 1t s thought
that the evidenee gathored is =0 strong
that the women, upon being brought
before Judpoe Stenberg, will not stand
trinl, but will plesd gty .

The snloon inen are jubilant over the
prospect of having the sale of heer stop:
ped in these disreputable places, They
pay they nre willing  to ¢lose up at. mid-
night as long as the bagnios are anlso
made to come to time,  As it has heen
before these houses could sell boer after
midnight without having  paid  any
license, while the saloons, which had
complied with the law and paid theie
money, were compelled o close, They
haye made n strong tight to have the in:
justice remadivd, and they now hope that
they have sucecvdod,

One of the stronguest reasons Marshal
Cummings liad for wishing the ordinanes
in regurd o the deteetive fund to pass
the counecil, was on account of the disre:
gard of the !Ilquur lnw by keepers of dis-
reputable houses, In answer to the com-

laints of the saloon keepers in regard to

he matter, he inforoed them thit lie
could do nothing without o deteetive
fund, as it was impossible for the rogalar
solice force of tae ¢ity to seenre the evi-
enee needed to stop the illicit tradlie,
He said, however, that with . proper
fund for the ecmploymentof detectives, ho
cowid soon regulate thematter, T'he ordi-
nunce finally passed the eity couneil, and
now Muarshal Cummings proposes to shiow
that he never breaks his word.

OTHER LICENSE IRREGULARTTIES.

By instroction of the eity couneil at its
Tast moecting, the marshal has boen inves-
tiguting athier Lieense ivregularities. He
has foundithat o number ot liquor men,
who are doing both a wholesale and retuail
business, are carrying on botli coneerns
under one license. There are also brew-
eries and beer saloons acting under only
one Heonse. This, he siys, 5 contrary to
the state lnw,  He will make a report of
his investigations to  the eity council st
its mecting to-morrow evening.

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Life'a Fitl'ul Fever Over.

After a life of pain and pleasure, dissi-
pation and reform, erime and repent:
ance, there died at Knusas City a day or
two ago a wontun whose name  at one
time wias known throughont the length
and breadth of the ind—Eva Lloyd, To
all who remember the Golddust murder
trial in Chicago four years ago the name
will sound familine as that of the defend-
ant in that famous case.

Eva Lloyd, as she was ealled, eame to
Omiaha two or three years ago from Chi-
cago nnder an assumed name.  Her trial
for the munler of the Golddost woman
was over with, she had been acquitted,
and she cime to this city hoping to con-
ceal her identity and hide hersell from

the public. She was beautiful and ae-
complished, with  winning  manners,

and  easily  secured  a situation  at
the St. Charles  hotel. For a time
ghe  worked  faithfully and  well,

and was hend high in the estecom of her
cmployers.  Then it was noticed that she
oceasionnlly indulged too freely in liguors,
nnd tinally, through somoe mischunee,
her identity was vevealed, She guve
way to despair, left hor gituation ot the
Bt. Charles and  began  a series of deep
dissipations.  Her  beanty,  howaever,
enlled friends to her abd, and with thelry
help she recovered some of her self-

respect,  Sheseenred o pliee atb the Can-
fiold  house, and  for o short
time conducted herselt aright. Hoer

appetite, however, again . overpowered
er, and she foll, going lower than he-
fore. Her friends again came to her as-
gistance, and sent hey out into the coun-
try in the hope of reforming her. She
remined away fvom the eity but o fow
waoeks, when she rottirned and resnmed
hor dissipations,  While on a dennken
spree with o well Known eattle man s
rew nrovolver and shot ot him, taking
off a piece of his ear, Ho refused, how-
ever, to proseceute her, and soon aftor
gho left the vity, going to lown. Thore
gha mot. o man  named De. Rogers pnd
wis marvied to hime Pogother they
took o trip to the Yellowstong aml lived
llup}.lily for somao time, But both beenime
digsipated, formed the morphine habit,
and then commencoed the
e which ended In her  death,

The Investigation,

Nearly wll of the city oficinls wore
at the conneil chamber Saturday after-
noon to testify bhefore the special com-
mittee appointed ar the lust meeting of
the city council toinveatigate the eharges
made in connuction with the allowanee
of the 27,0000 itemn 1o the water works
company. Councilmnn Les was chair-
man of the committee, the other two
members being Dailey and Thrane,

Muyor Boyd was the first witness ealled,
and testiliod that e recoived the iLppra-
printion ordinanes on Wednesday,  He
siow the water works item, but ol tiest
thonght nothing of ituntil he notieed
that it read “as per bill vendersd. " This
aroased his suspicion, and he  inyesti-
guted the matter. He signad the ordi-
nanve Thorsdoay, buat made the resoevge
tion that he would veto the water works
bill. When he saw Auditor Long that
f,',‘r-ulh'lll:;u spoke abont the water works
ydl, and sadd that e had never aodited
it. He simply placedivin the appropria-
tion ordinance by order of the council.

Auditor Long testified that e placed |

the bill in the ordinnoee by orvder of the
council,  When the ordinanes eamae to
hitn the water works bill was not in the
usual shape, and he begun an investigu.
tion.  He  found  the Bill had been
referred to the committes on lite and
wiher works last Dacember and hoad not
been reported mpon. Froan the city on
gineer he foumd what the bill was for
relogating hydrants and relaying pipes
canssd by the changes of grade,  He was
informed that the bl could not be col-
lectod, as it wasnot legal,  Noyverthelogs,
by vider of the connell, he placed the
ainonnt in the appropriation ordinanes,
ws he thought he had wo power to leay
aut the BIL I his seaveh for the bill he
foumd that it wus in |l|l~'~|"-iull of the
city  attovoey. A duplicate  bill was
hrought him by the witer works ¢om-
pany, bt nothing win offered him to
place it in the ordinnnee. 1t ig usual for
all Wlls o bo presented to him before
being submitted to the conneil,  He wont
o the ity attorney nnd elry enginesr
bocanse he thonght they would  know
more about the Bl than the council, e
did mat care to eeiticize the gction of any
votneilnan,

City Clork Sonthan? testificd that the
st e saw of the bill was on tho day of
the cpmne! b meoting. 1 ws anded him
i his odhice s introduced into the eity
vouneil,  He did not Know, when he
e i whethey he read the W of par
tieulars or whether bo just read bill of
the water works company.

it placed in the ordinanee

City Attorney Connell said that the or-
iginal bill was given to him by Mr
Leeder lnst Junuary, while the old conn
cil was in seszion. Mr, Leetdor nsked
him to look the matter op. He found
ont what the bill was for, and told Mr,
Lecder that it wag his opinion it conld
not be colleeted. Mre. Leeder had nlw ays
been very careful to investigate into all
bills 1 order to muke o correet report
The reason the witness did not return tha
bill to the council was hocause it was
never callind for,  According to lnw  he
did not heliove the bill could be collected.
Ho told the mayor that lie considered the
bill feaudualent

Conneilman Leeder testified that My,
Dumiont brotght in the hill, which was
refurred by the couneil to the city attor-
ney. He had heard nothing from it
until the mayor's veto of it. Mo did not
know it wus in the veport of hig commit-
ted,  The report was written by Captain
Waood, s the withess wis very husy at
the time.  Hp signed the report, thinking
it was all vight,  He admitted his eare-
lessness mni‘wus willing to bear his share
of the responsibility,

Councilman Goodrich, n member of
the committee on fire and wuler works,
said he had signed the report, bt he did
not think the witer works item was in it,
To the best of his memory the bills only
amounted to 150, He did not know
that the water works compuny had o
claim against the city.

Councilman Furay acknowledged his
signature to the report of the committee,
He was astonished that any member of
the committee shonld indorse any bill
which had not been approved by the
auditor. He did noi hear the water
works item read in the appropriation
ordinanes.  He thought the anditor was
to blame for not calling attention to the
item before placing it in the ordinance,

S. R, Johns=on, of the water works com-

r:m,\'. testitied that no undne influenes
iad been used to have the bill pass the
connecil.  He hl never met Ms. Loeoder

until that afternoon, He was of the
opinion that the bill was a legal one,
notwithstanding the opinion of the city
nttorney,  He did not know who  de.
livered the bill or who received it

Mr. Dumont was not present, bhut gent
a deposition testifving in substanee the
same as Mr. Johnson, ;
